U.S. Patent 4,021.126 discloses a lever-operated latch mechanism for securing a 
socket portion and a mating shank of axially aligned auger sections of an auger-equipped 
mining machine. Rotation of a lever moves a pin lineariy. 

U.S. Patent 4,037.488 discloses a handle mechanism adapted for mounting on a 
rotatable shaft of a machine tool. A pin, biased to secure an index plate to a shaft, is moved 
lineariy by rotation of an associated handle.
